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ISDT HERE IN 1973 


The Federation Internationale Motorcycliste, the world governing 
body for the sport of motorcycling, has granted the AMA .the 
opportunity of hosting the International Six Days Trials for 1973. As 
organizers of this annual world motorcycle endurance event, the AMA 
will host 300 motorcyclists from more than 30 nations throughout the 
world. 

The ISDT, run each fall by an FIM member nation, is considered the 
Olympics of motorcycling, consisting of six continuous days of 
endurance competition over rough, moutainous terrain. 

American riders made their best performance to date at the 1971 
ISDT, hosted by England on the Isle of Man, where they finished fourth 
in World Cup competition. American teams will journey behind the Iron 
Curtain to compete in Czechoslovakia in 1972. 

As preparation for the 1973 event, the AMA will run a three-day trial 
during 1972 at which FIM officials will scrutinize the efficiency of the 
American operation. 

AMA Executive Director Russ March comments, “Plans already have 
begun, but we will need all the time we have remaining to properly 
prepare for this event.” 

March continued, “This is a significant challenge to motorcyclists 
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throughout the United States. The AMA will need as-much of their 
support as it can get to be a proper host to the greatest motorċyclists and 
teams in the world. These men are accustomed to demanding first class 
competition, and we want to do the best to provide it for them.” 

Formerly the honor of hosting the event has gone to a nation which 
wins the World Trophy, top rize in the ISDT. Recently however, with 
Communist countries seemingly unbeatable, the selection had broadened 
and the U.S., with its remarkable 4th place finish this year, won the 
opportunity to invite all those tourist marks, pounds and rubles over 
here. Chalk up another giant step for the new AMA. 
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Some top riders at the Race of 
Champions were asked: “What do you 
think of the Bailey-BSA claiming 
incident?” 

TOM ROCKWOOD: “I think it was 
bitchen. It wasn’t a slap against 
BSA-Triumph; it was a slap against the 
AMA. Bailey’s done what a lot of us 
wanted to do for a long time.” 

PAUL BOSTROM: “I think it’s good. 
A lot of guys have been trying to get 
those trick frames and such for a long 
time.” 

GENE ROMERO: “I think it’s 
groovey!” (Note: he didn’t elaborate on 
this and the tone of Gene’s voice 
suggests the remark need not be taken 
seriously.) 

EDDIE MULDER: “A stone gas. 
Since the manufacturers don’t make all 
thost parts available.” 

BOB BAILEY: ‘What do you want, a 
quote?” 

GENE HARTLINE: “I respect Bailey 
for-it.

GROOVIN’ 

_ Highway grooving in the state of 
Washington has been brought to my 
attention several times in the past as 
being a hazard or potential hazard to 
motorcyclists. I have written Mr. V. L. 
Dorsey, P.E., Assistant Director of 
Highways for Maintenance in the state 
of Washington regarding this situation. 
In all fairness to Mr. Dorsey, he has 
been very co-operative and has made 
every effort. to satisfy me. In spite of 
this, he cannot concede that there is a 
problem. He has checked with the 
Assistant Chief of the Washington State 
Patrol and the Traffic Safety people and 
has found no report of a motorcycle 
being involed in an accident in the 
vicinity of the grooved sections of 
paving. Still, I continue to get 
complaints concerning this particular 
situation. 

I have discussed this problem with 
Mr. Lewis Buchanan of the National 
Highway Traffic Safety Administration 
and have received splendid co-operation 
from him as well. The people in 
Washington that he has discussed this 
with are willing to take necessary 
action, if we can prove that there is, in 
reality, a hazard resulting from this type 
of highway grooving. If you or any of 
your readers are aware. of an accident 
resulting from this situation, I would 
appreciate your contacting me at the 
American Motorcycle Association, P.O. 
Box 231 in Worthington, Ohio, 43085. I 
will need as many facts as possible, 
including date and time of accident and 
whether or: not there was property 
damage or an injury serious enough to 
make a report to local law enforcement 
officers. 

The American Motorcycle 
Association is deeply concerned with 
the safety of all motorcyclists. If there 
is a problem in the state of Washington 
concerning highway grooving, let us find 
out about it and do something to 
correct it. I realize that highways in the 
state of Washington are grooved in 
sections of roads that indicate a high 
accident rate. Ordinarily, these sections 
are curved and would require a 
reduction in speed. When encountering 
a grooved section, the speed would be 
further reduced if the control of a 
motorcycle became unstable. If an 
accident did result there would not 
necessarily have to be enough physical 
damage to make a report to the 
Highway Patrol. If this has happened to 
you, I would appreciate your informing 
me. Help us to make motorcycling a 
safer sport for all concerned.

The Claiming Game... 
And Why It Works 


By Charles Clayton 

When Robert Bailey paid $2,500 cash 
on the spot and took home a 
motorcycle that had just won $14,000 
in an AMA road race, he was following 
an old and respected tradition in 
American - motorcycle . racing | called 
“keeping them honest.” 

Essentially, motorcycle racing in this 
country gives everyone an equal chance 
to make his measure as a man in 
competition with other men. The 
machine, in AMA competition, is not as 
important as its rider or mechanic and 
to insure this the rules require that 200 
copies of any given machine be available 
on the market to anyone who wants to 
buy. Further, to dissuade the rich from 
trying to purchase AMA racing glory 
with too many dollars worth of 
horsepower, every national caliber 
racing machine is arbitrarily valued at 
$2,500 and for sale to any fellow racer 
with that much cash. 

This attitude is the very foundation 
of AMA. “Class ©” (modified 
production) professional racing and to 
change it very much would result in the 
same dismal situation that European 
FIM-style racing now finds itself in. 

There are still some relics from the 
past who believe that FIM road racing, 
with its  million-lira motorcycle 
one-offs was the way to go. Perhaps so, 
for them. But now that it has gone, we 
can see where it went: Maximum-money 
competition depleted the little 
manufacturers one by one and soon the 
whole thing was gobbled up by the 
really big spenders, the Japanese, and 
then they withdrew, leaving the 
European road racing scene in a 
shambles from which it is just beginning 
to recover, thanks, pointedly, to the 
adoption of some American Class C 
equipment rules. For the first time it 
becomes possible for a_ talented 
privateer like John Cooper to take the 
measure of the highly touted, 
millionaire sponsored Giacomo 
Agostini. And the crowd goes wild, for 
this is not shallow, Ford Vs. Chevy 
competition. This is man against man at 
last. Which is more relevant sport? 

Further, with modified production 
tules strictly enforced, new technology 
finds its way to the dealer’s showroom 
quickly. The sooner the breed improves 
of the machines that I buy and ride. 

Until Bailey came up with the money 
to put where Wes Cooley’s mouth is, 
there hadn’t been a completed claim 
since someone forced the purchase of a 
winner on the old Daytona Beach 
course. He was ostracized for his efforts 
and to this day nobody seems willing to 
mention his name. 

Meanwhile the factory racing 
laboratories on wheels got more and 
more exotic as American distributors 
forgot about the claiming rule and 
apparently some of their European 
management never even heard of it. 
Finally the 1970 and 1971 Triumph and 
BSA factory Threes became so different 
from the showroom models as to be 
obvious. They were forced to sell their 


winner to Bailey and then buy it back at 
a price that will probably never be 
disclosed. I hope that BSA Ltd. and 
everyone else profits from this exercise 
and I look forward to the AMA 
reaffirming the Class C claiming concept 
when the Competition Congress meets.

Foresters usually charge a small fee 
for overnight camping, but for a day’s 
use, the cost is nothing. All they ask is 
that riders stay on existing trails, be 
careful about fire and not gas it too 
much in the camping areas. 

For great trail riding fun and 
satisfying sight-seeing I recommend the 
National Forest trails throughout the 
U.S. They are ours, we pay for them 
with our taxes, and it is surprising how 
much motorcycle riding the Forests can 
accommodate. 

There are 10 commonsense 
techniques to keep in mind any time 
you're trail riding and for my own sake 
as well as other trail riders, I’! run 
through them briefly here: 1. Ride with 
a buddy. 2. Don’t speed into anything 
you can’t see your way clear through.

Give hikers, horses and other vehicles 
the right of way. 4. Be considerate of 
campers and other people. 5. Don’t 
mess up the ecology, even a little. 6. 
Don’t burn native wood, bring your 
own firewood. 7. Ride as quietly as 
possible. 8. Help anyone who looks like 
he needs it. 9. Police up your own litter 
and as much of other peoples’ as you 
can carry. 10. Ride only approved trails.

SAN JOSE, CAL., Oct. 31, 1971 — 
ABC’s annual “Race of Champions” was 
billed to be a showdown between this 
past season’s Half-Mile and Mile 
National Champions but it was first-year 
Expert Terry Dorsch who got most of 
the tv-camera time as he led from the 
first lap to win the 20-Lap, $8000 
Half-Mile show. 

The Atlanta, Ga., based Canadian 
Dave Sehl, after picking off the fastest 
Expert Heat win, drove to the first turn 
lead with Dorsch second. But the 
quickly-improving Dorsch found his 
early opening out of turn two and got 
the lead he later stretched to a decisive 
margin at the checkered. 

Dave Hansen, Eddie Mulder and Jim 
Rice were early chargers and after 
several tours, Sehl was zapped first by 
Mulder and then by Hansen. 

Mulder then began to pick up ground 
on Dorsch, who was cruising 
undisturbed at the point, and by lap 
eight had narrowed. the distance 
considerably. Then, between turns one 
and two, Mulder went down, leaving 
Hansen in command of second. 

By this time, Robert E. Lee, the 
relatively’ unknown star who aced the 
best at the Santa Fe Short Track 
National in mid-August, pushed his way 
past Sehl to take over third, on the heals 
of Hansen. ' 

Lee, the “Little General”, later 
remarked how pleased he was with this 
pass. He had trailed Sehl in the heat 
almost all the way while placing second, 
but he knew he could pass Dave 
“because this wasn’t a cushioned track 
and I like grooved tracks; I have no 
trouble passing on a grooved track.” 

With Lee and Hansen dicing. away, 
Dorsch continued to methodically cover 
the half-mile circuit while building his 
lead.

SAN JOSE, CAL., Oct. 31, 1971 — Like 
the Ascot Gold Cup and TT National 


one weekend last July the Amateur 


program of ABC’s Race of Champions, 
half-mile was ultimately a Gary 
Scott-Ken Roberts duel. Seldom do two 
riders spend so much time`together on a 
dirt track, but once again the young 
wunderkind lofted. spectators’ spirits 


with another knuckle-clinching 
performance here .at San Jose 
Fairgrounds. 


Scott drove through the gates this 
morning at a definite disadvantage. He 
had recently lost his sponsor Ontario 
Cycle (“We had a contract disagreement 
so we decided to part while still 
friends,” he said), and gained a new one, 
City Cycle Center. But just the other 
day all three of his bikes were stolen. 
Today he rode his tuner’s stock-framed 
Triumph TT scrambler with a weak 
engine and dubious handling qualities. 
Gary proceeded to set fast Junior 
qualifying time at 27:03, fifth fastest of 
the day, even after a minimum of 


practice. 

Roberts was not too far behind 
second fast Junior time of 27:26. 
Kenny was using a  tricky-trick 


Champion frame that he said was 
probably good for cushion tracks like 
Ascot but was offering little help on San 
Jose’s groove. 

San Berdoo ‘shoe Ron Moore looked 
in hot contention after winning the first 
heat all the way. Bill Morgan kept a 
tight grip on second until Scott finally 
coaxing him out of the way on the last 
during the last laps. The second heat 
was Roberts’, no sweat, but Tom 
Phillips, Jon Ogilvie, and Bruce Texeira 
really pounded each other the whole race 


för second spot. All of them transferred 
to the Main, anyway. 

Mike Collins won the third heat, 
moving through the pack to pass Gary 
Kapus, winner during the National here 
several months ago, Collins barely held 
on to the tight finish. 

Scott led the lucky dozen into the 
first corner of the Main and soon 
grabbed a comfortable lead. Kapus had 
the honor of coming undone on the first 
lap, taking Moore with him. Moore was 
up after the field passed again and made 
a gallant effort at unlapping himself 
from most of the riders. 

Meanwhile, Scott was slowly losing 
his lead. Roberts had broken through 
the field and was gathering in great 
chunks of land. This, however, is 
somewhat easier than actually passing 
Gary, stock machine or not. 

It never happened. Roberts got as 
close as a person can get without being 
arrested but once fell off the groove ina 
pass attempt. Gary is a teeth-gritting 
rider who can wrestle a bike over any 
obstacle. While Roberts is just as 
agressive, his smoother style, despite a 
quicker machine, wasn’t suited for the 
San Jose Fairgrounds. 

The performance of Matt Falconer 
was a commendable one. Falconer is 
soft-spoken and was rather unnoticeable 
on the track today because he'spent his 
time in the midst of a tough clump of 
riders. In the third heat Matt held onto 
the last transfer position and eventually 
passed into the third spot.

Super Joe Clears 20 





to Best Evel’s Mark 


SAN JOSE, CAL., Oct. 31, 1971 — The 
crowd was obviously doubting if Super 
Joe Einhorn would successfully clear his 
130-foot, ramp-to-ramp jump here at 
the Fairgrounds after the ABC Half-Mile 
“Race of Champions.” 

The distance was equivalent to 20 
cars, although the autos were not placed 
between the ramps. 


During the pre-attempt interview over 
the P.A. system, Super Joe showed 
complete determination by flatly stating 
he no longer worried about the landing 
ramp because “he was having a specially 
made ramp being prepared which would 
revolutionize the sport” of motorcycle 
leaping. Because of this ramp, Super Joe 
even further stated that next week he 
would be able to jump the equivalent of 
30 cars. This brought some hecklers out 
of the woodwork. 


He also mentioned that “there was so 
much short notice for this jump that 
I’ve been forced to use my number-two 
machine for the record attempt, but I’m 
sure my Triumph Bonneveille will do 
the job.” 


After a brief taped interview with 
Keith Jackson of ABC’s Wide World of 
Sports, Joe mounted his steed and made 
his scheduled two passes by the ramps. 
As the crowd became expectant, Super 
Joe sped out of the No. 4 mile turn and 
headed for the ramps, but pulled out of 


line at the last moment, which drew a 
few more heckles from the crowd. Two 
more times the same thing happened 
and the crowd, already disbelieving the 
youthful jumper, began to expect him 
to withdraw for some reason. 

It didn’t happen as, Super Joe, on his 
sixth drive toward the ramp, went up it, 
lofted himself in perfect flight and 
softly floated to the middle of the 
landing ramp, plumped down squarely 
on both wheels, rolled down the ramp 
and skidded to a halt going into turn 1 
of the half-mile. 

He turned his machine about, rode 
back toward the landing ramp and 
halted at the end of the straight and 
triumphantly pumped both arms into 
the air in a large victory “V” sign. The 
crowd went hysterical with many 
leaping the fence and forcing their way 
towards him. Joe got his Triumph going 
again and rolled up to the top of the 
landing ramp amid wild cheers. 

After shaking hands with those fans 
and friends near him, he took off both 
gloves and tossed them to the crowd 
then eventually got off the ramp and 
made his way to his van where he 
relaxed. 

Super Joe Einhorn will attempt to 
make arrangements with Evel Knievel 
for the much-publicized $25,000 
Challenge. No officially confirmed date 
has been set.

ORLANDO, FLA., Oct. 31, 1971 — 
Gabriel Dickens, you really blew it, by 
not being at the Orlando Trans-AMA. 
All those Europeans that you thought 
wouldn’t show up, did; so did Dick 
Mann, the brand new AMA National 
Champion. Yea, Joel Robert and Roger 
DeCoster were there, but. Joel wasn’t 
“on” today having suffered a foot 
injury the week before and DeCoster’s 
bike gave up during the second moto. 
But, wow! Was. there ever a duel 
between Sylvain Geboers and Heikki 
Mikkola. Sylvain rides one of those 
factory Suzukis and Heikki is a factory 
Husky rider. Those guys fought it out 
for three heats with Geboers coming out 
on top all three times. Heikki got a good 
lead in both the first and second motos, 
but Geboers really turned it on towards 
the end and passed him. In the second 
moto, Geboers was at least 300 yards 
back with about eight minutes to go and 
it looked like Mikkola had a pretty easy 
victory. But Sylvain did some 
unbelievable riding; going down the long 
straights he’d hit those whoop-de-dos

In the last heat, Sylvain got his 
best start of the day and led the whole 
distance. 

Our American riders didn’t do as well 
today as they have, but John DeSoto 
did a creditable job in finishing 10th 
overall ‘to be Top American. John 
seemed to take to the fast course better 
than the other Americans and the main 
reason coule be he didn’t tire after the 
ay 10 minutes of each heat asmany 

1d. 

Boy, Gabriel, the crowd was out of 
sight. Russ Coe, the promoter, was 
really sweating it, having to put up such 
a big purse and all. He needn’t have 








worried: There were over 5000 people 
there by 9:30 a.m. By race time, 17,065 
hooting, hollering, excited motocross 
fans were there. When the riders were 
introduced, they each got a big hand 
and especially Robert and DeCoster. 
Dick Mann wasn’t at the introduction, 
but when he was brought out by the 
promoter, the crowd just started 
cheering even before he was introduced. 
It really had to make him feel good, 
even if it did take 10 guys to get him to 
go out there in front of all those people. 
He looked pretty good while he was 
racing, too. He never gave any of the 
Europeans any problems, but he still 
rode fast. He said that he just wasn’t 
quite in shape yet, though. The heat was 
pretty bad, too, and they had a riders’ 
meeting before the start of the second 
heat and voted to shorten the heats to 
20 minutes instead of 30. Dick said he 
didn’t care if they shortened them to 
five, but he was just kidding, I think. 
The 250 Support class really had a 


‘good turnout of riders. Several who had 


been scheduled to ride the International 
Class, decided to run the Support class 
instead. It would up being a really good 
tight race. 








Doug Grant, a Californian riding an 
AJS, won, but he had a rough time 
doing it because guys like Tom Rapp, 
DeWayne Jones and Barry Higgins really 
were flying. Rapp won the second heat 
after Grant took the first. But Grant 
came back to take the last one and the 
win. This was the first time some of the 
Southern riders had raced against this 
many of the California riders and the 
big difference seemed to be the physical 
condition of the California guys. 

Ted Presson from Tennessee took the 
lead in the first moto, but after about 
ten minutes, four or five riders had 
passed him. He goes fast enough, just 
not long enough. 

Jones really came from behind late in 
each moto. He was not impressive at the 
start, but each time during the last few 
minutes, he’d look like he was really 
speeding up. That’s what it’s going to 
take to compete with those Europeans. 





Geboers and Mikkola were not the 
whole show. Pierre Karsmakers, who 
finished third, is really fast. He came 
down with a whole bunch of the Penton 
guys and among other things, spent 
Saturday afternoon riding a Penton in 
and out of the big Penton van. Now, 
you might wonder why he was doing 
this and I guess the main reason was 
that they couldn’t get on the track and 
practice. The AMA doesn’t let anyone 
practice until race day, which is a pretty 
good rule. Anyway, Pierre did a bunch 
of Evel type jumps out of the van and 
didn’t crash any like you’re supposed to 
when you're playing around. Those 
Penton guys are a bunch of nuts.

First-Effort Enduro 
Resembles Hillclimb 


By Ron Schneiders 

FOUT SPRINGS, CAL., Oct. 24,1971 
— Riding the first enduro that a club 
sponsors is always pure genuine 
unadulterated excitement. Since the 
club is inexperienced, it’s not a question 
of whether or not they'll make 
mistakes, but rather of what kind of 
mistakes they’ll be and how bad. Will 
they run you across some private 
property without permission and get 
you shot out of the saddle by an angry 
farmer? Will they run you down into 
some deep hole where it’ll take a 
helicopter to get your bike out? Or will 
they just screw up the marking so badly 
that everyone gets lost five miles from 
the start? You never know. 

Tody the Oakland Motorcycle Club 
sponsored their first enduro. They 
picked the extraordinarily beautiful 
mountainous country above Clear Lake 
in which to hold the event. In the 
morning the run started out on fire 
roads and climbed relentlessly up to 
probably 8 or 9,000 feet. Near the top, 
towering pines were covered with snow 
and there was ice on the roads. More 
than one rider suddenly discovered that 
traction on ice is of a negative quantity 
and he who is heeled over is subject to 
the laws of gravity. Immediately. 


Thump. 
After awhile came the first cei —a

8.2 miles! Now it doesn’t matter what 
the mileage is at a check as long as the 
time ‘works out to an even minute, so 
the club could have legitimately placed 
the check at 8.0 miles (20 minutes out) 
or 8.4 miles (21 minutes out) but 8.2 
miles works out to 20 minutes and 30 
secs. which is a bummer for the serious 
riders, and contrary to AMA enduro 
rules. Several other checks were 
similarly out-of-whack. 

Not long after the first check the 
route started taking on.a few trails and 
we found out what the contest was 
really about. It was a_ hillclimbing 
contest. The first few hills were fairly 
straightforward but they got 
progressively worse, both up and down. 
Shortly after the second check there 
appeared a stream of riders running 
backwards on the course. They were 
looking rather glum and it wasn’t long 
before the reason became apparent — a 
hill with about a dozen riders stuck on 
it. When I got there some guy who was 
just sitting on his bike said, ‘Don’ t go 
up there, you’ll only make it worse”. I 
looked at him in disbelief. What did he 
expect me to do? Park my bike and go 
to a movie? That hill actually wasn’t 
bad; there were a few turns on the way 
up and that was what was causing the 
trouble, but there was plenty of traction 
and I was able to thread my way

through. When you reached the top you 
were treated to an absolutely fearsome 
downhill with a loose surface and 
criss-crossing ruts several feet deep. A 
bunch of guys were inching down at a 
snail’s pace with a check clearly visible 
at the bottom! Most everybody was late 
at that check. Fortunately the course 
between Check 3 and the noon stop was 
easy and it was possible to make up 
some time. 

The noon stop was something else. 
Everyone had been told to have their 
gas on a truck early in the morning with 
the implication that the noon stop 
would be inaccessible to the pit crews. 
In fact, the noon check was less than a 
quarter of a mile away from the camp 
area and the two camps were clearly 
visible to one another! A dirt road 
connected them. The arrangement was 
kind of silly, but harmless, I suppose. 

After the half-hour lunch break we 
were checked out and sent across a 
small stream onto the afternoon section. 
We climbed a succession of hills, each a 
bit steeper than the last until at last we 
got to a Bottleneck. This was the worst 
bottleneck I have ever seen. There was 
dense foliage on either side of the trail 
that was completely impassable and the 
trail was so choked with bikes and riders 
that I don’t think anyone could have 
walked through the mess. My partner 
and I decided to find a way around. We 
did, but it took us an hour which meant 
disqualification, so the rest of the run 
was just for fun. 

Back on the trail ahead of the mess 
we found the going tougher and 
tougher. Hills were the only obstacles 
worthy of mention, but there was every 
variety hill known to motorcyclists. 
There was one moderately steep hill 
that went up and up and up for what 
seemed like five miles. By the time I hit 
that one it was getting on in the 
afternoon and the ruts wove in and out 
of the sunlight and shadow making for a 
very difficult ride. And there was the 
constant fear that if you once got 
stopped or had to drop into first gear, 
you'd have to go all the way to the 
bottom and try again. 

Next there was a rocky trail, not too 
terribly steep but very treacherous. A 
trials rider’s delight. Just get up on the 
pegs and steer carefully, hoping aginst 
hope that you don’t get a flat just 20 
miles from the finish. That section was 
only a mile or so long, not really bad.

HOCKING SUPERB,

PORTLAND, ORE., Oct. 21, 1971 — 
Novice Rick Hocking upended local 
favorite Mark Williams in the 25-lap 
feature indoor prelude to Evel Knievel’s 
attempt at 14 cars and a new indoor 
record. He went away from the 
Coliseum with an extra $1000 while 
Knievel made the fantastic leap, but 
suffered a badly fractured wrist, while 
making the jump. 

The usual frantic efforts to make the 
necessary pre-race conditions acceptable 
were prevalent and with the aid of many 
San Francisco Bay Area riders the 
$5000 short track ran fairly smoothly. 
Although he appeared tired, Knievel was 
at his usual best, and captivated the 
6000 fans with his great showmanship 
ability and then went on to perform his 
miraculous stunts on the -750 
Harley-Davidson. - 

He took many practice runs at the 
ramp checking out the tach and making 
sure all was well. He had expressed some 
trepidations about fouled spark plugs 
earlier, but all seemed well on the 
throaty XR and with much aplomb and 
sucking in of breath, he bridged the 
gambit of 14 Fords plus some and 
landed on his front wheel. The terrific 
impact tore his hand off the bars with 
such force that fingers were broken and 
a fracture developed in the hand. He 
swerved to the right as he lost his grip 
and almost went into a concrete wall 
but somehow saved it and disappeared 
outside into the dark parking lot only to 
reappear in thunderous applause after a 
lifetime of seconds when disaster 
seemed immediate. 

Despite the terrific pain etched in his 
face, he thanked the crowd for coming, 
He had been unable to jump the last 
time he was here because of an injury 
but he made sure that everbody knew 
that he was all right and that he had 
made the record setting jump. Before 
leaving for the hospital, he said that he 
would be back and he would jump the 
Snake Canyon sometime like next 
Labor Day. 

Setting up for the night’s operations 
was somewhat hectic and without. the 
assistance of the riders, it seemed 
doomed. Sonny Burres used his ability 
as a great National rider to help organize 
bodies to clear away hay bales and straw 
with the riders manning the brooms. In 
little less than an hour, tires were 
brought in to line the inside of the track 
and practice got underway near the 6 
p-m. scheduled time.

high 60’s. 


MINT TIME ALREADY 

LAS VEGAS, NEV. — An improved 
race course, optional production class, 
drawing for positions and increased 
prize money are among changes for the 
5th Annual Del Webb Desert Rally Mint 
“400” it was announced by Mint Hotel 
and Casino general manager, Jess W. 
Hinkle. 

Hinkle stated that race director, Mel 
Larson has been “working extensively, 
with local Bureau of Land Management 
and Clark County officials to increase 
the length of the desert course. It now 
appears certain that some 17 miles will 
be added that will:result in only six laps 
— rather than eight as in the. past — 
being required to complete the 400-mile 
off-road race. Approximately six miles 
of the added course will be high-speed 
pavement, another six miles will be fast 
graded roads and jeep trails, while the 
remaining mileage is normal desert. 

The March 19-21, 1972 event will see 
a boost in guaranteed cash prize money 
from the Mint Hotel to $56,000. This 
will be awarded for cycles (bonuses to 
250cc and under and also 125cc and 
under), utility vehicles, single-seat and 
double-seat dune buggy and _ special 
off-road vehicles plus an optional class 
for production cars and pickups. 

Larson indicated that — rules, 
regulations and entry forms will be in 
the mail by mid-November. On Dec. 1 a 
special drawing will be held to 
determine starting positions for all 
entries received by that time. Entries 
received after that time will receive the 
next available starting number. 

Entrants this year will also receive 
two special racing jackets with their 
confirmation of receipt of entry form 
and check. In addition at time of 
registration (March 18-19) each entry 
will receive three Jim Beam Collector’s 
Mint “400” bottles for the years 1970, 
1971 and 1972. y

89101. 


If Mom Nature did smile on riders, 
Boonie Bounders M.C. didn’t. Their 
95-mile Hare Scrambles was one of the 
roughest races held in this area in a long 
time. 

Just before the start, riders were 
allowed to take a practice run to the 
smoke bomb. After all the survivors 
returned, a dead engine-on bike start 
took place. About a mile and a half 
after the smoke, the course went up a 
high hill and right down the very steep 
rocky other side, out onto a powerline 
road. Just when riders began to think 
that Boonie Bounders weren’t really all 
that bad, the course went out into some 
super-silty desert. After a mile of this, 


the course became another powerline 
road. 

This one wasn’t just a teaser and it 
did give riders a chance to rest. The 
course then made a right and went 
straight up the side of a small mountain. 
To make sure no one was asleep, Boonie 
Bounders ran the course right along the 
ridge of that mountain. Riders then 
went along what had to be the world’s 
largest off camber — the whole side of 
the mountain. 

The way back off the mountain 
wasn’t for the weak of heart, as it 
consisted of a very steep, rocky and 
long downhill with a turn at the bottom 
which had to be made, because 
over-shooting meant going off an 8 ft. 
dropoff. Next was a mile long powerline 
road to give riders a chance to wonder 
what Boonie Bounders would come up 
with next. 


They came up with more hills and 
several different flavors of sand washes 
and desert. From check 3 on, the course 
went across cactus, rocks, sand, dirt; 
wash-outs and all the other things that 
make desert racing fun. 


B.B.M.C. promised riders a surprise 
after each lap. Were the riders surprised 
when they found that the course went 
through a very nasty looking water 
hole! Boonie Bounders figured that the 
course would take its toll, (and it did, 
out of 106 starters, 41 finished) without 
having people freeze.to, death from 
being wet, so they mage it possible to 
go around most of the water. After all 
this, riders got to do it four more times 
as each lap was 19 miles long.

Smith again grabbed top honors on his 
big Husky.

ADELANTO, CAL., Oct. 10, 1971 — 
“Really a` fantastici ourse? was the 
comment from Bob Wadlow as his CZ 
took Open class and Overall honors at 
the SRA Early-Bird Hare Scrambles. But 
have you ever heard the winner say 
anything else about a race? Especially 
when he had at least a two minute lead 
over the second place Novice. 

In spite of the dust, this race seemed 
to go off all right and very few problems 
arose. Inexperience in the desert for, the 
Novices and Beginners managed to rear 
its head as they found themselves 


following dust devils instead of. the. 


course markings at times, resulting in 
many lost souls. One erstwhile beginner 
confessed that he missed a turn, took 
down about four rows of “wrong way” 
ribbon, and helplessly watched about 
50 riders go through the same hole 
before he could stop them. 

At the finish line, many complained 
about the “impossible” hill before 
check one. This surprised SRA officials 
since there were no hills. Later 
investigation proved that as riders went 
out the new “hole” they were able to 
pick up an old course and run it 
backwards up a downhill. Fellas, watch 
the markings!!! 

The 25 mile course ran the gamut of 
variety (except big hills) as it wound 
around the radar site hills north of 
Shadow Mountain Road and crossed 
back to the south side near the old 
Greenhorn. trail. This country is full of 
rolling terrain, twisty sand washes, and 
generally fun riding spots. A slow uphill 
rocky wash about one mile in length 
was added for the bit of spice needed to 
add the finishing touches.

There ' was a feeder road located 
diagonally about 50 feet before the 
smoke bomb and dead center in the 
course was perched a black and white 
go-getter with red eyes on top. The 
go-getter. unfolded its wings. and out 
came some of California’s absolute

that has a tendency to evoke quivers 


no one close behind. The most 
surprising fact of all was seeing Rainey 
almost lap Greg Graham, who has been 
heretofore unbeatable at. Chappell, 
except by brother Bob, who was in 
California. Perhaps the ” Graham’s 
heyday is over. New blood is moving in 
and fast! Rainey, mounted on a Husky, 
is a man to watch. 

None other than Robi Holbert (CZ) 
took first in the Open Experts — but 
what else would one expect.

About that time, a very large unyielding 
blanket of dust started in their direction 
traveling at a very rapid rate and 
converging on the trail in front of the 
black and white go-getter. 





Someone was heard making the 
comment that if there were “no 
launching ramps located. on the 


Highway Patrol’s transportation, it had 
better be moved quickly, A little hustle, 
a little bustle, and the CHP disappeared 
in the early morning sunrise never to be 
heard from again. About 10 seconds 
later, the Novices inundated the spot. 
Good timing. 

With no incidents, the beginner wave 
of 350 riders went off at 8:10. First one 
around on both laps was Roy Moos 
aboard a Bultaco PurSang, followed 
closely by Pat Patteson on his charging 
400 Husky. 

The home check was fun to watch as 
some of the riders whe went out the 
“hole” came in from every direction to 
get their tank cards marked. Reports 
also came in from riders who saw others 
tearing down ribbon and markers at one 
spot along the course. Hopefully the 
course was well burned in and didn’t 
cause a tremendous amount of lost 
riders. It really doesn’t make sense that 
anyone would do that at a desert race. 
They must know the danger of taking 
down. markings. Lost riders are bad 
enough, but danger markings and road 
crossings could get someone hurt. SRA 
field crews found most of the bad spots 
and remarked them before and during 
the race, but not as well as they would 
have liked. 

When the checkered flag fell, it was 
Wadlow by a mile followed by Husky 
mounted Jim Sturgis. First 250 for the 
second time in a row was Dave Evans on 
a quiet, docile, Ossa Pioneer Enduro 
bike. Second 250 and fourth overall 
went to no other than our old duck 
Wallis Weatherwax aboard the good ship 
Yamaha. Ninth overall on his trusty 125 
Yammie was Jon Miller, just three 
seconds ahead of Loren Holmberg’s 100 
Baja. The small bikes are really making 
an impression in the desert these days. 

About the time things were beginning 
to slow down. on the line, a big dust 
cloud started up the coursé causing 
everybody to: wonder what could that 
be...a sidehack comes sliding around the 
corner to; collapse in a pile at: the finish 
line, first time ever at a SRA race.

The overall Open winner was a 
Junior-ranked ridgx named Bill Payne, 
who scored back-to-back wing in an 
impressive, grand slam effort on his 
Maico. Finishing second overall was 
Chuck Zerwinski (Mai), while third 
went to another bomber on the Maico 
product, Glen Lane.

OLD WAGON WHEEL, CAL., Oct. 31, 
1971 — J.N. Roberts won one of the 
best desert races to be thrown this year, 
the 22nd annual Rams’ Hare and 
Hound. But J.N. wasn’t the day’s hero. 
That honor went to Whitey Martino, 
who finished an incredible 31st after 
being virtually “written off” a few short 
months ago. Whitey was severely injured 
in a desert race in May of this year and 
for awhile was thought to be 
permanently disabled. Everyone was 
glad to see him not only riding again, 
but doing well. 

The word for the Rams’ race this year 
was “fun”. At least 10 people used it 
describing the course and race to me 
afterwards. Most, however, agreed that 
the “fun” only started after the 
smokebomb run which was pretty 
rough. Rocks and sudden, violent ditches 
downed many riders who pushed too 
hard on the way to the smoke. 

After the bomb run, there was fairly 
easy desert, nice trails and fireroads, 
interspersed with a couple of 
interesting, tight canyons along the way. 
Although they were in a very well-used 
area, the Rams managed to avoid the 
really raunchy whoop-de-doo trails that 
form the base of so many races. 

Loop 2 was the more interesting and 
challenging of the two. After an intial 
few miles of flat desert, it got into the 
mountains. There were several miles of

good rocky trail that led inevitably to 
an old mining road that switchbacked 
its way up the mountain. Discretion was 
definitely the better part of valor on 
that road: It was a long, long way down. 
Once over the top there was a breathing 
spell of easy desert and fireroad before 
the mountains had to be recrossed on 
the way to the finish. To get back over, 
we did a bit of ridge-running. Up hill 
after hill we went, and I’m sure that 
most of the riders expected to 
eventually come to that impossible one 
where pushing would be the order of 
the day. But the impossible one never 
came. All were makable, even on little 
bikes. The Rams apparently didn’t want 
to leave us without something to 
remember, however, so right near the 
end they tossed in a couple super-duper 
downgrades. There was one cleared path 
with melon-sized boulders on either side 
and a Novice planted square in the 
middle of it. It is always the way. 

When I first arrived at the race site, 
one of the Rams informed me that their 
course had been sabotaged, that 
marking had been changed and lime 
obliterated. “Did you catch the guy?” I 
asked. 

“No, of course not. If we had he 
wouldn’t alive right now,” the Ram 
informed me matter of factly. 

They thought from the way it had 
been done, that it was a rider rather

job. With my naturally suspicious mind 
(all reporters are so-equipped) I 
entertained the thought that just maybe 
they hadn’t got around to liming the 








course until two hours ago and they 
were preparing me for the worst. My 
suspicions turned out to be completely 
groundless. The course was one of the 
best marked that I’ve ever ridden. I saw 
the sport where the sabotage had 
occurred and if the Rams’ advance 
riders hadn’t caught it, it would indeed 
have been a mess. The saboteurs were 
going to shunt the riders down a dirt 
road right into Ridgecrest! 

I suppose when I say the course was 
well marked, I should qualify myself 
somewhat, and say that’s the way it 
appeared to me. I was cornered in a 
trailer by one of the most obnoxious 
drunks it has ever been my misfortune 
to encounter. He waved a half gallon 
wine jug under my chin and informed 
me that since I was only a Novice and a 
pretty poor rider at that, I wasn’t 
qualified to report on the course 
marking. If anyone would like another 
view, I can refer you to him and you 
can get a geunine drunk’s opinion. But I 
though it very well-marked. 

The results (provisional until the club 
checks them out) are at the end of the 
article but there are several riders 
worthy of special mention. J.N. (Hus), 
of course was the overall winner and he 
was followed by Rich Thorwaldson 
(Bul), some 30 seconds behind. Bill 
Bogner (CZ) was a rather distant third. 
Jerome Ruzicka, took Lightweight 
Expert honors on añ AJS. He was 7th 
overall. Fantastic Terry Clark took 
fourth overall and first Trailbike on his 
Baja. He’s going to get a first overall on 
that Baja yet! 

First Amateur, a heavyweight, was 
R.R. Russell aboard a Husky. Bud 
Martin (Yam) was First. Lightweight 








Amateur, and Chuck Cartiage (Baja) was 
first Trail Amateur. 

First Novice was A.C. Bakken, a 
Husky rider in the Heavyweight 
division. First Lightweight Novice was 
(we think) Charles Swensen (Hus) also 
on a Hsuky. Regretfully, we were 
unable to determine the first Trailbike 
Novice. Since I was riding the race, I 
didn’t take the results and I must thank 
the very cooperative and efficient lady 
Ram who helped me dig out the names 
and numbers after the race. Such help is 
appreciated. 

The Rams had between 650 and 700 
entrants. About 450 finished. The 
weather was unbelievably beautiful, 
contributing to a very nice race. By 
about 4 o’clock the Rams had all the 
stragglers off the desert and everyone 
had gone home, even Rescue 3. Rescue 
3 had a fairly busy day — apparently the 
nice weather inspired more than the 
usual amount of bravado — but there 
was only one serious injury and their 
day mercifully ended early.

WILMINGTON, CAL., Oct. 30, 197 1.— 
“I couldn’t get it off in time” . That was 
all the comment Joe Smith could 
muster. Smith was out there at Lion’s 
Drag Strip with several other leading 

dragbike personalities to try the strip 
before the, still-distant national. Smith 
was also “out” in that he only got 
one-third down the strip on his first run 
when his bike looped over backwards.

Other outstanding persons to come to 
the Wilmington track included Leo 
Payne and Boris Murrary, who 
co-piloting an 86-inch fuel sportster, Bill 
Chambers with a 96-inch fuel Harley, 
and the B-gas 86-inch Sportster from 
Soul Cycle with A.R. Richards on 
board. All these plus a normal cast with 
Actions Fours, Tedder-Muldoon-Teson,

$500 purse. The races attracted over 
100- Senior riders, and although 
advertised as a Senior day, more than 
200 riders entered the Junior events. 

Schutz, a Maico factory rider, won 
both the 250 and Open Senior classes, 
edging out Ron DeSoto in the 250 class, 
but far ahead of AJS factory rider Vic 
Eastwood, second place winner in the 
Open class. The 125 Senior class was 
won by Bill Payne on a Penton. 

There were some spectacular 
accidents during the day, including a 
huge pileup right after the first turn of 
moto one of the 250 Junior Division ‘A’ 
race. Of the 38 bikes in the race, less 
than ten made it through the: mess 
unscathed. There were no serious 
injuries, and the race was restarted. 

The steep off-camber downhill across 
from the finish line (nicknamed the 
anthill) took its toll with crashes during 
every race but no apparent serious 
injuries. Rick Marsh came flying down 
the hill in the first moto of the 500 
Junior B class and went straight instead 
of making the turn. He flew through the 
crowd and through a section of snow 
fence before coming to a halt. Marsh 
walked away from the accident which 
seemed to be caused by his throttle 
sticking open. Larry Watkins sustained a 
broken toe when he stuck his foot out 
in a turn, into the spokes of another 
bike. 

Because of the large number of riders 
entered, Junior results were not yet 
figured at press time.
